Walker, came over hero witb requl- 
all ion papers tor Victor, Fred and 
Orover Caperton and Jobn Dam- 
ron, who are under Indictment In 
Wayne county for selling liquor. 
Tbu otfunaos were committed In 
conducting the notorious places 
tnlow Louisa UD tbo West Virginia 
"iile of the river. They liaveevad- 
I'll tbe West \'ir(;lnhi ollicers by 
ki'i'pi 11); a sharp Inuk-niit anil Hi e- 
ing lo Kentucky wlii n in danger 
of arrest. 

The necessary paper . w ere pluced 
III Ibe banda of Deputy Sherill' 
JesBC Cyrus, one of our best olllei rs. 
With some assistance he made tbe 
arrests Just before dark, abortly 
after thu fellows bad quit business 
tor tbe day and landed on this siiie 
of the river. They resisted all tlm 
way np tbe road and tbe scene was 
enlivened by the help of two wo- 
men, aaid to be Panola Iloss and 
LutaWellman, wbo wore assisting 
tbe priaoneri In tbetr atruggiea. 
Tbe latter had pocket knives and 
made a dospurate attempt to use 
tbem near tbe Arlington Hotel, 
when .Marshal Ulcbard Nloiie ap- 
penred on tbe scene and used tbe 
butt of « lar;;e revolver on Ibeir 
heads with HUcli elluct tint tliev 
were i|uickly subdued, lie anil 
anotbiT ollicer received sli^;lil cuts. 
The men were then laiiileil in Jail. 

Wm. Caperton, father of three of 
the prisoners, arrived next morn- 
ing Ironi down tbe river, lie 
went to tbe Jail, accompanied by u 
barber, and asked Jailer Al Haya 
to allow bla aunt to come Out Into 
tbe aecond slory of tbe Jaller'a rea- 
idence and have tbeir beads dreaa- 
ed. Tbe Jailor aays be agreed to 
thia (after receiving a aecret order 
"grip") upon Ibe promlaeof Caper- 
ton and some frienda with bIm 
that the lioys would go back Into 
tbe Jail without reaiatince. Wbls- 
ki y was Klvi n the pri-oners, and 
after tbelr beads had bren dressed 
the Jailer says be slarlid to put 
tbem back In Jail, uln ii the father 
drew a pistol frimi Ills pncket and 
gave It one of Ills sons, telling tlii ni 
to "die and go to li— 1" rather than 
go back to jail. I be ntbers tore 
up bricks from Ibe hearth, ami 
pundnmoolum reigned. Hays bad 
already unlocked tbe Jail door, and 
calling \ti deputy to guard It he 
stepped away, when tSmllb, onn of 
the drtporalo characters arreaied 
recently near llichardson for borae 
htcailng and houaehruaking, forced 
hit way through the door and 
Jumped nut of a V luduw. Ho was 
rapidly making bis eacHpe whi n 
some one called to Hartbal Stone, 
who happened to bn up the street 
ill till' iliri'clinn III' was runnlni;. 
lin k li vehd a larjM' revolver at 
Smith anil be very reluctantly 
gtopped. 111' Is line nf the men 
charged Willi i iiti ring Mordi eal 
Williams' residence, as reported 
heretofore. 

After a siege of an hour or mure 
Damrun and tbe Caportona agreed 
to go back into tbn Jail. It was 
found after tbey were tn that they 
were armed with knives and brick- 
bats, and Victor bad a platol. 
Soon aftervard tbe officer attempt- 
ed to go Into the Jail to handcuff 
the men and take thorn to West 
Virginia, but were resisted so vig 
orniisly that It was two liniirs or 
iiiorr before I he object was aci'nin- 
plislii'd, and then only at the ikiIiiI 
of a pi-tnl.
